In the history of the world it has fre-
quently occurred that nations have been
saved from perils that menaced their very
cxistence by some untoward act of perfidy

and erime on the part of those Ligh in place |

and in power, which, awakening the peo-

much imperilled. A erime of the most
appalling character that ever defaced the
pages of history, by which we were again
to be deprived of a President by an act
worse than assassination, has just been
exposed to the public vision of the Ameri-
can people.
